NEWPORT, R. I. (U P)—Pres 
ident Eisenhower today ordered 
federalization of the Arkansas N a­ 
tional Guard and planned to speed 
back to Washington for a nation­ 
wide TV speech to the people to­ 
night 
on 
the 
Arkansas 
school 
crisis. 
The 
president

order, in addition to federalizing 
the state National Guard and the 
Arkansas Air National Guard, also 
authorized Defense S e c r e t a r y 
Charles E. Wilson to use any nec­ 
essary regular armed forces of the 
United States to break up crowds 
in Little Rock resisting compliance 
with a school integration order. 


The President planned to fly 
back to Washington late this aft­ 
ernoon and m ake a TV-radio ap­ 
pearance before the nation about 
9 p. rn., e.d.t. It will deal with 
his efforts to put down violence 
in Little Rock and enforce the Fed­ 
eral District Court order for inte­ 
gration of Central High School, 
The President will 
return to 
Newport in all probability during 
the night. 


His executive order was based 
on the failure of the people of 
Little Rock to comply with his 
cease-and-desist order of Monday 
night, demanding an end to ob­ 
struction of justice and calling for 
compliance with the court’s deci­ 
sions. 
The executive order directed the 
defense secretary to muster into 
active federal military s e r v i c e 
members of the Arkansas Nation­ 
al Guard and the Air National 
Guard for “ an indefinite period 
and until relieved by appropriate 
orders.” 
It was left up to Wilson when to 
carry out the order, but since 
the President acted so swiftly Wil­ 
son was expected to follow suit. 


Wilson was directed to “ take all 
appropriate steps” to enforce the 
orders of the district court “ for 
the removal of obstruction of jus­ 
tice in the state of Arkansas with 
recpect to m atters relating to en­ 
rollment and attendance at public
